1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches a phthalocyanine compound of the formula 




wherein at least the 8 groups represented by R 1 , R 4 , R 5 , R 8 , R 9 , R 12 , R 13 and R 16 , which 
groups are identical are -X-J wherein J is selected from the group consisting of 
C1.6 alkyl, C 2 -6 alkenyl, C4-8 cycloalkyl each being optionally substituted by a group 
selected from the group consisting of alkoxy, C1-4 alkylthio, C 6 -12 aryl, C6-12 arylthio, 
C1.4 alkylsulfonyl, C1-4 alkylsulfonylamino, Cm alkylsulfoxide, amino, mono- and 
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di-Ci.4 alkylamino, halogen, nitro, cyano and hydroxycarbonyl, hydroxysulfonyl or 
duhydroxyphosphonyl or Ci^ alkyl esters thereof and from C 6 -i 2 aryl optionally 
substituted by a group selected from the group consisting of C1.3 alkyl, C1.3 alkoxy, 
C1-3 alkylthio, Ci. 3 alkylsulfonyl, d. 3 alkylsulfonylamino, alkylsulfoxide, amino, 
mono- and di-Ci. 3 alkylamino, halogen, nitro, cyano, and hydroxycarbonyl, 
hydroxysulfonyl or dihydroxyphosphonyl, hydroxycarbonyl-Ci. 3 -alkyl, hydroxysulfonyl- 
Ci-3-alkyl, duhydroxyphosphonyl-d. 3 -alkyl or d. 3 alkyl esters thereof; M is an oxymetal 
group selected from the group consisting of VO, TiO and MoO; X is S, Se, Te or NT; T 
is H, alkyl, or phenyl, or T and J, together with the N atom to which they are attached, 
form an aliphatic or aromatic ring provided this N atom is not positively charged; 
provided where J is aryl, T is not aryl and each of R 2 , R 3 , R 6 , R 7 , R 10 , R 11 , R 14 and R 15 is 
H with the proviso that the compound is not octa-3,6-(phenylthio)VOPc, octa-3,6- 
(methylthio)TiOPc or octa-3,6-(ethylthio)VOPc and an ink containing the above 
phthalocyanine compound without the proviso. The closest prior art of record is U.S. 
Patent 5,712,332, issued to Kaieda et al., which teaches a similar phthalocyanine 
compound for absorbing heat radiation but fails to teach or fairly suggest that the 
phthalocyanine compound has the above -X-J substituent in the 3,6 positions and 
hydrogen atoms in the 4,5 positions as claimed by applicants. Accordingly, this 
application is allowable.
